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Obama to unveil $1.5T tax plan 


WASHINGTON - Drawing a bright line with 
congressional Republicans, President Barack 
Obama is proposing $1.5 trillion in new tax 
revenue as part of his long-term deficit 
reduction plan, according to senior 
administration officials. 

The president on Monday will announce a 
proposal that includes repeal of Bush-era tax 
cuts for the wealthiest taxpayers, nearly $250 
billion in reductions in Medicare spending, 
$330 billion in cuts in other mandatory 
benefit programs, and savings of $1 trillion 
from the withdrawal of troops from Iraq and 
Afghanistan, the officials said. 

The plan includes no changes in Social 
Security and does not include an increase in 
the Medicare eligibility age, which the 
president had considered this summer. 

All in all, the president's plan is as much an 
opening bid as it is a political statement 
designed to draw contrasts with Republicans, 
who control the House of Representatives. 

As such, it was not intended as a 
compromise and did not include agreements 
Obama had reached with House Speaker John 


Boehner during failed deficit reduction 
negotiations this summer. 

The new taxes in particular have little or no 
chance of passing Congress as proposed. 
Republicans were already lining up against 
the president's tax proposal before they even 
knew the magnitude of what he intended to 
recommend. 

Key features of the proposal: 

- $1.5 trillion in new revenue, which would 
include about $800 billion realized over 10 
years from repealing the Bush-era tax rates 
for couples making more than $250,000. It 
also would place limits on deductions for 
wealthy filers and end certain corporate 
loopholes and subsidies for oil and gas 
companies. 

- $580 billion in cuts in mandatory benefit 
programs, including $248 billion in Medicare 
and $72 billion in Medicaid and other health 
programs. Other mandatory benefit programs 
include farm subsidies. 

- $430 billion in savings from lower interest 
payment on the national debt. 


"Modern Family,’ 'Mad Men' win big at Emmys 


LOS ANGELES - The Emmys keep buying 
what "Mad Men" is selling. The 1960s 
Madison Avenue saga won its fourth 
consecutive best drama series award Sunday, 
while big-hearted romp "Modern Family" 
claimed its second best comedy trophy. 

While "Mad Men" gained the top drama 
award, it couldn't pull honors for stars Jon 
Hamm or Elisabeth Moss. 

Kyle Chandler was the surprise winner in 
the best drama actor category for the last 
season of Texas football drama "Friday Night 
Lights," blocking odds-on favorites among 
his fellow nominees, including Hamm. 

Julianna Margulies won top drama acting 
honors for "The Good Wife." Margulies, who 
navigates politics, law and family in the 
show, added to her Emmy stash. As part of 


the "ER" medical drama cast, she won a 
supporting actress Emmy in 1995. 

Melissa McCarthy of "Mike & Molly" was 
honored as best lead actress in a comedy 
series with an Emmy and a glitzy prom 
queen's crown, while Jim Parsons of "The Big 
Bang Theory" earned his second trophy in the 
best actor category. 

The first awards in the drama category went 
to Jason Katims of "Friday Night Lights" for 
outstanding writing, and Margo Martindale, 
named best supporting actress for the show 
"Justified." 

The directing trophy was the sole award 
Sunday for "Boardwalk Empire," HBO's 
lavishly produced tale of Prohibition-era 
mobsters and crooked politicos on the make 
in freewheeling Atlantic City, N.J. 


QUAKE SHAKES HIMALAYAS 


GAUHATI, India - Rescue workers raced 
Monday to clear roads blocked by 
mudslides as they scrambled to reach 
remote villages cut off after a powerful 
earthquake killed at least 50 people in 
northeast India, Nepal and Tibet. 

Hundreds of paramilitary soldiers and 
local police working through the night 
cleared away concrete slabs, bricks and 
mud to rescue scores of people trapped 
under the debris of houses that collapsed 
after a 6.9-magnitude quake struck the 
mountainous Himalayan region Sunday 
evening. 

At least 25 people died in the 
northeastem Indian state of Sikkim, where 
the quake was centered near India's border 
with Nepal, police said. ¢ 


YEMEN! FORCES OPEN FIRE 
PROTESTERS, 26 KILLED 


SANAA, Yemen - Yemeni government 
forces opened fire with anti-aircraft guns 
and automatic weapons on tens of 
thousands of anti-government protesters in 
the capital demanding ouster of their 
longtime ruler, killing at least 26 and 
wounding dozens, medical officials and 
witnesses said. 

After nightfall, Sanaa sank into complete 
darkness after a sudden power outage, as 
protesters took control of a vital bridge, 
halting traffic and setting up tents. 
Thousands of other protesters attacked 
government buildings and set fires to 
buildings they said were used by snipers 
and pro-government thugs. 


CONJOINED TWINS SEPARATED 


LONDON -A pair of Sudanese twins born 
with the tops of their heads stuck together 
have been separated in a rare and risky . 
series of operations at a London children's 
hospital, officials said Sunday. 

Facing the World, a charity which helps 
disfigured children, said it had helped fund 
the four-stage operation to split 
41-month-old Rital Gaboura from her sister, 
Ritag. Twins born joined at the head are — 
known as craniopagus twins and they occur 
in about one in 2.5 million births. Splitting 
them can be dangerous, especially if - as in 
this case - there’s significant blood flow 
between their brains.

Bikers found dead in RV 


CLARKSVILLE, Tenn. - Five bikers were 
found dead Sunday in a recreational vehicle at 
a Tennessee speedway and an organizer for 
the motorcycle festival blamed the deaths on 
fumes from a generator. 

Three men and two women were found in 
the RV at the Clarksville Speedway about 
noon and there was no sign of foul play, 
Clarksville police spokesman Jim Knoll said. 

Bill Langford, the director of the event 
Bikers Who Care, said he headed to the scene 
on a four-wheeler when an ambulance and a 
fire truck arrived. 

"One of our club members came over and 
said, ‘Bill, I don't know if you've heard, but 
they're all dead," he said. 

Langford said the bikers' group was like a 
close-knit family and he was close friends 
with the people who had died. He identified 
them as a married couple who had 


8-month-old twins. The man was a truck 
driver and his wife was a school teacher. 
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Plane had 'radical' changes to compete 


RENO, Nev. - The World War U-era plane 
that plummeted into an air-race crowd like a 
missile bore little resemblance to its original 
self. It was rebuilt for speed, if not for 
stability. 

The 65-year-old "Galloping Ghost" 
underwent years of massive overhauls that 
took a full 10 feet off its wingspan. The 
ailerons - the back edges of the main wings 
used to control balance - were cut from about 
60 inches to 32. 

Pilot Jimmy Leeward had said the changes 
made the P-51 Mustang faster and more 
maneuverable, but in the months before 
Friday's crash even he wasn't certain exactly 
how it would perform. 

"I know it'll do the speed," he said in a 
podcast uploaded to YouTube in June. "The 
systems aren't proven yet. We think they're 
going to be OK." 


Investigators don't yet know what caused 
the plane to pitch sharply into the crowd at 
the National Championship Air Races in 
Reno, killing nine people, including Leeward, 
and injuring dozens. 

They have focused on the "elevator trim 
tab" - a piece of the tail that helps the control 
the aircraft's pitch and appeared to break off 
before the crash. While investigators did not 
identify the items, the NTSB released a photo 
late Sunday of two board officials at the crash 
site with items they said were part of the 
investigation. 

In the highly competitive, bravado-filled 
world of air racing, pilots go for broke on the 
ground and in the sky, hitting speeds of 500 
mph. Leeward is the 20th pilot to die at the air 
races since they began 47 years ago, but 
Friday's crash was the first in which 
spectators were killed. 


DSK denies violence in sex assault cases 


PARIS - Dominique Strauss-Kahn broke his 
silence four months after a New York hotel 
maid accused him of sexual assault, calling 
his encounter with the woman a "moral 
failing" he deeply regrets, but insisting in an 
interview on French television Sunday that no 
violence was involved. 

Strauss-Kahn, the former head of the 
International Monetary. Fund and a one-time 
top presidential contender in his native 
France, also denied using violence against a 
French writer who claims he tried to rape her 
in a separate 2003 incident. 

Throughout what appeared to be a heavily 
scripted 20-minute-long interview with 
French broadcaster TF1, Strauss-Kahn 
managed to come off as contrite even as the 
Socialist politician insisted he hadn't forced 


himself on either of the women. 

He said his May 14 sexual encounter with 
Nafissatou Diallo, an African immigrant who 
claimed that he attacked her when she entered 
his room in a Manhattan hotel to clean it, "did 
not involve violence, constraint or 
aggression." 

Still, he acknowledged, it "was a moral 
failing and I am not proud of it. I regret it 
infinitely. I have regretted it everyday for the 
past four months and I think I'm not done 
regretting it.” 

It “was not only an inappropriate 
relationship, but more than that, it was a 
failing... a failing vis-a-vis my wife, my 
children and my friends but also a failing 
vis-a-vis the French people, who had vested 
their hopes for change in me." 


Desegregation plans go back to court 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. - More than a 
half-century after federal troops escorted nine 
black students into an all-white school, efforts 
to desegregate Little Rock's classrooms are at 
another turning point. 

The state wants to end its long-running 
payments for desegregation programs, but 
three school districts that receive the money 
say they need it to continue key programs. 


And a federal judge has accused the schools 
of delaying desegregation so they can keep 
receiving an annual infusion of $70 million. 

A federal appeals court will hear arguments 
Monday from both sides. The judges are 
expected to decide eventually whether 
Arkansas still has to make the payments and 
whether two of the districts should remain 
under court supervision. 
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Diplomats scramble ahead of Palestinian UN bid 


NEW YORK - With a tense week ahead for 
the future of the Middle East, the United 
States and Europe scrambled Sunday for a 
strategy that would help avoid a jarring 
showdown over whether to admit an 
independent Palestine as a new United 
Nations member. Instead, they sought to 
guide Israel and the Palestinians back into the 
tough bargaining on a long-sought peace 
agreement. 

U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton and EU foreign policy chief 
Catherine Ashton discussed the current 
trajectory in New York, in which the 
Palestinian plan to gain statehood and 
membership at the U.N. would run headfirst 
into an American veto in the Security 
Council, and possible Israeli recriminations. 

Yet there was no apparent and immediate 


solution to the many problems that have 
hindered Mideast peace efforts for months. 
Diplomats were working feverishly as part of 
an increasingly desperate effort to guide the 
two parties back into direct negotiations, but 
were tight-lipped on whether the slim chances 
for a breakthrough were improving. 

"We are meeting to talk about the way 
forward," Clinton said as she shook hands 
with Ashton in a New York hotel. She 
declined to say if mediators were making 
progress. 

The Palestinians are frustrated by their 
inability to win from Israel concessions such 
as a freeze on settlements in the West Bank 
and east Jerusalem. And with violence out of 
the question and bilateral talks with Israel 
failing, they see the U.N. route as the only 
viable route for progress in the short term. 


Deal to free jailed Americans hits snag 


TEHRAN, Iran - A bail-for-freedom deal for 
two Americans jailed as spies in Iran hit a 
snag Sunday because a judge whose signature 
is needed on the bail papers was on vacation, 
the prisoners’ lawyer said, dashing hopes for 
their immediate release. 

The attorney, Masoud Shafiei, said he could 
not complete the paperwork on the $1 million 
bail deal because a second judge who must 
sign the documents is on vacation until 
Tuesday. One judge already signed the papers 
Saturday. 

"T have no choice but to wait until 
Tuesday," Shafiei told The Associated Press. 
Shane Bauer and Josh Fattal, both 29 years 


old, have been jailed for more than two years 
in a case that has deepened the mistrust 
between Iran and the United States. 

They were detained along the Iran-Iraq 
border in July 2009 with their friend Sarah 
Shourd. She was released last September with 
mediation by the Gulf nation of Oman after 
$500,000 was paid. 

The men were convicted of spying for the 
United States and illegally entering Iran and 
were each sentenced last month to eight years 
in prison. They denied the charges and 
appealed the verdicts, opening the way for the 
possible deal to free them in exchange for 
$500,000 bail each. 


Man shoots church pastors, kills wife 


LAKELAND, Fla. - As the congregation 
bowed their heads and prayed, a former 
church member stormed: into the church and 
opened fire, shooting the pastor and associate 
pastor from behind before he was wrestled to 
the ground. 

Earlier, Jeremiah Fogle shot his wife to 
death at his house, where he had started his 
own church, authorities and relatives said. 
They did not know what led to the shootings. 

Derrick Foster, a teacher in the ministry, 
heard the gunfire, then screams and he and 
another man tackled Fogle. 

"The first thing in my mind was, 'I have to 
take this gun away,'" said Foster, who was 


among the 20 or so people at the Sunday 
service at Greater Faith Christian Center 
Church. 

Foster saw the man near the pulpit, turning 
around with the gun in his hand. 

"He had a great grip on the gun," Foster 
said. "My plan was, as soon as he hit the 
floor, it would cause him to drop it. But he 
didn't drop it." 

He said it took three or four minutes of 
struggling with the gunman before he finally 
wrested the weapon away. 

The gunman had six rounds in his pocket. 
"He was prepared to shoot even more," 
Sheriff Grady Judd said. 


WINSLET WINS 1ST EMMY 


Kate Winslet had barely collected the 
first Emmy of a distinguished career 
when she was asked about her real-life 
role as a life saver. 

The British actress sprang into action 
in August when she helped rescue 
Richard Branson's 90-year-old mother 
from a fire that destroyed his Caribbean 
home, where Winslet was a guest with 
her two young children. 

“| so knew | was going to get questions 
about the fire," she said, laughing 
backstage at Sunday's Primetine Emmy 
Awards. 

“| was in the right place at the right time 
to help Eve out of the house,” Winslet 
said about Branson's mother. 

Winslet won an Emmy as lead actress 
in a miniseries or a movie for HBO's 
"Mildred Pierce." It gives her another 
shiny gold statuette to go with the Oscar 
she won for "Shakespeare in Love." 


SHEEN GRACIOUS AS PRESENTER 


The latest stop on Charlie Sheen's 
bury-the-hatchet tour was Sunday's 63rd 
annual Primetime Emmy Awards. 

The fired star of "Two and a Half Men" 
appeared at the awards ceremony to 
present the lead actor in a comedy 
series award. Or as Sheen called it, "My 
old category.” 

But before he did, he took time to 
mend some fences. "From the bottom of 
my heart, | wish you nothing but the best 
for this upcoming season. We spent 
eight wonderful years together and | 
know you will continue to make great 
television," Sheen said. 


BALDWIN JOKE NIXED 


Leonard Nimoy was a last-minute sub for 
Alec Baldwin on the Emmy Awards 
opening because of a flap over a joke 
about News Corp.'s phone hacking 
scandal. 

Alec Baldwin had taped the segment, 
playing a fictional president of the 
television academy, with show host Jane 
Lynch. But Baldwin asked that he be left 
out when Fox nixed the joke that 
referenced the hacking scandal in Britain 
involving the now-closed News of the 
World tabloid. Both Fox and News of the 
World are owned by News Corp. 
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3-D 'Lion King' enjoys $29.3M opening 


LOS ANGELES - It's 1994 all over again, 
with a re-release of "The Lion King" opening 
at the top of the box office. 

A 3-D version of the wildly popular Disney 
animated musical earned a surprising $29.3 
million in its first weekend in theaters, 
according to Sunday estimates. The original 
film made more than $40 million when it 
opened nationwide 17 years ago. 

This huge number stunned many people, 
including the folks at Disney, who figured 
"The Lion King" would make somewhere 
between $10 million and $12 million, said 
Dave Hollis, the studio's executive vice 
president of distribution. 

He said the movie remains relevant and as 
entertaining as it was when it first came out. 

"But taking a page from the movie, there is 
a ‘circle of life' thing happening," he said, 
referring to one of the film's themes. "You 
have children of the '90s who are now parents 
of the 2010s and they themselves are taking 
their kids to share what was, for them, a great 
experience two decades ago." 

It also helps that there aren't many options 
for families at the multiplex right now, said 


Paul Dergarabedian, box-office analyst for 
Hollywood.com. 

"The post-summer period brings a 
preponderance of R-rated films and more 
challenging, esoteric, Oscar-caliber fare," he 
said. "For kids this is like a dream come true 
and for parents to be able to revisit 'The Lion 
King' - especially in 3-D, even though 3-D 
has taken a bad rap over the past year - just 
tells you the power that this movie has, how 
strong it resonates with people." 

Hollis said that while the film was also 
available in 2-D, 92 percent of the opening 
weekend's business came from 3-D showings. 

The story of a wrongly exiled lion prince 
(voiced by Jonathan Taylor Thomas as a cub 
and Matthew Broderick as an adult) who must 
return home to claim his throne, "The Lion 
King" was the second-highest-grossing film 
of 1994, behind "Forrest Gump." 

It ranks fourth on the all-time animated list 
with over $784 million. It earned Academy 
Awards for Hans Zimmer's original score and 
for original song for Elton John and Tim 
Rice's "Can You Feel the Love Tonight."

ALBANY, Ore. - The Bureau of Land 
Management says a fossil found by 
employees on federal land represents the 
earliest record of living beavers in North 
America. The pair of teeth was found on 
BLM land in northeast Oregon. 


teeth come from the Rattlesnake Formation 
and are 7 to 7.3 million years old. 

The BLM says the earliest beavers were 
found in Germany 10 to 12 million years ago 
and the animals spread across Asia, 
eventually crossing the Bering Land Bridge to 
North America.

Online gamers crack scientific 
puzzle 


PORTLAND, Ore. - Scientists were stumped. 
For more than a decade, biochemists ould not 
fully decipher the structure of a key protein, 
called a protease, that retroviruses such as 
HIV need to multiply. Knowing it would be a 
key step toward developing better anti-viral 
drugs. 

So University of Washington scientists 
unleashed an avid group of online gamers. 
Within three furious weeks of play, pitting 
teams of non-scientists against each other, the 
gamers delivered the first accurate model of a 
retroviral protease. Knowing the structure is a 
key step toward finding better anti-viral 
drugs. 

"It's the power of citizen science," says Firas 
Khatib, a postdoctoral researcher in the 
laboratory of UW biochemistry professor 
David Baker. Baker's laboratory developed 
the game, called Foldit, about three years ago, 
believing that they could tap some of the 
brain power that puzzle-loving humans pour 
into computer games. 

There are many examples of crowdsourcing 
in science, but most involve citizens helping 
out with drudgery, such as submitting data on 
animal sightings or running distributed 
computing programs on a home computer. 

Foldit players are providing answers beyond 
the capabilities of experts in the field. 

Solving protein structures remains one of 
the most difficult problems in science. 
Proteins take shape from a strand of building 
blocks, called amino acids. Genes tell a cell's 
protein-making machinery the order for 
assembling the building blocks in an orderly 
long strand. 

When a complex protein, such as an HIV 
protease, comes off the assembly line, it coils 
and folds to form an intricate molecular 
machine. Imagine, say, a sewing machine 
self-assembling from hundreds of parts 
arrayed on a string. 
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Vick hurt as Eagles lose 


ATLANTA - Michael Vick wobbled off the 
field with an aching neck late in the third 
quarter, all done in his return to Atlanta as a 
starting quarterback. 

This is Matt Ryan's city now, and he led the 
Falcons back with their former quarterback 
sitting in the locker room.

Two of Ryan's TD throws went to ageless 
tight end Tony Gonzalez, who went past 
Terrell Owens into the fifth spot on the NFL's 
career receiving list. Then, Ryan hooked up 
with Ovie Mughelli on a 1-yard score that 
brought Atlanta to 31-28 with just over 6 
minutes remaining. 

The Falcons (1-1) completed the comeback 
with Michael Turner breaking off a 61-yard 
run, then powering over from the 3 with 3:24 
remaining. Turner finished with 114 yards on 
21 carries. 

"It was a wild one, for sure, but we hung in 
there," Ryan said. "I think everybody hung in 
there and kept making plays, kept battling. 
Credit to guys on both sides of the ball - we 
never gave up." 

Vick threw for a pair of touchdowns for the 
Eagles (1-1) but left with what coach Andy 
Reid later described as a concussion after 
getting spun by a Falcons rusher into Eagles 
lineman Todd Herremans. No. 7 staggered to 
the sideline and Mike Kafka came in for the 
first game of his two-year career. 

Vince Young, normally the backup, was 
inactive because of a hamstring injury. 

Kafka did a good job in a tough situation, 
guiding the Eagles down the field on a 
potentially winning drive in the closing 
minutes. But on fourth down from Atlanta's 
22, Jeremy Maclin dropped a pass over the 
middle that would have kept it going. 

The Falcons ran off all but the last 5 
seconds, and Kafka's desperation heave into 
the end zone was batted down to end the 
game.

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ACC adds Pittsburgh, 
Syracuse 


The Atlantic Coast Conference has extended 
its northern reach, adding Pittsburgh and 
Syracuse. Now the question becomes, will the 
league stop there - or keep growing to 16? 

The ACC announced Sunday that its 
council of presidents unanimously voted to 
accept those two schools, a move that 
increases its membership to 14 and sends the 
Big East scrambling - again - to replace two 
of its cornerstone programs. 

"We are constantly evaluating — the 
competitive landscape to ensure the 
conference's viability for years to come, and 
this, I believe, has staying power," ACC 
Commissioner John Swofford said on a 
conference call. 

"First of all, we are very comfortable with 
this 14," he added. "The only thing I would 
add to that is that we are not philosophically 
opposed to 16. But for now we are very 
pleased with this 14. We think it is just an 
excellent group." 

The announcement caps a turbulent week of 

reshuffling for the ACC. It likely will lead to 
another dramatic shift in college athletics and 
could mark the next step toward the era of 
16-team superconferences. 
Injured Romo rallies Cowboys 
SAN FRANCISCO - Tony Romo rallied 
America's Team while playing with a 
fractured rib. In a week when Romo vowed to 
play his best game, he delivered a gutsy 
comeback that looked unlikely when he 
briefly came out from halftime and then 
returned to the locker room. 

Just when the Cowboys announced the 
quarterback was done for the day, there came 
No. 9 ready to take charge of the huddle once 
again. 

Romo hit Jesse Holley on a 77-yard 
completion on the Cowboys' first play of 
overtime that set up Dan Bailey's winning 
19-yard field goal, and Dallas pulled off an 
improbable 27-24 victory over the San 
Francisco 49ers on Sunday. 

It was an exact reverse of what happened a 
week earlier: a 27-24 road loss to the Jets 
after Dallas blew a late 14-point lead. Romo's 
late interception contributed to that Week 1 
collapse. 

Bailey kicked a tying 48-yard field goal 
Sunday as time expired in regulation after 
missing an early 21-yard attempt. 

Romo completed five of six passes on the 
tying drive, connecting on consecutive throws 
to Holley before finding him again in OT. 


Brady stays hot in 35-21 win 


FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - Big-yardage games 
are becoming routine for Tom Brady. So is 
setting records. Brady threw for 423 yards 
Sunday - six days after setting a single-game 
team record of 517 - and led the New England 
Patriots to a 35-21 win over the San Diego 
Chargers. 

"It seems like he's always great," linebacker 
Rob Ninkovich said. "He's the best 
quarterback in the league." 

The club record he shattered in the season 
opener at Miami had stood for 51 years. The 
NFL mark for most yards passing in the first 
two games of a season, 854, lasted about 
three hours. Carolina rookie Cam Newton set 
that before Brady ended the day at 940 yards. 
"Two pretty outstanding outings" by Brady, 
said left tackle Matt Light, who protects his 
blind side. "He's the leader of our offense. 
When he's doing well, we're all good." 

Brady became the first player in NFL 
history to follow a 500-yard passing 
performance with a 400-yard game, and the 
Patriots scored 30 points for the 10th straight 
regular-season game. He threw, three 
touchdown passes and went 31 for 40 with no 
interceptions as the Patriots (2-0) scored on 
each of their four first-half possessions. 
Titans beat Ravens 26-13 
NASHVILLE, Tenn. - The Tennessee Titans 
came out frustrated over how they opened the 
season and more than a bit desperate. They 
took it all out on the Baltimore Ravens, 
showing off a passing game with new 
quarterback Matt Hasselbeck that means 
Chris Johnson now has some help. 

Hasselbeck threw for 358 yards and a 
touchdown, and the Titans gave new coach 
Mike Munchak a big win in their home 
opener by beating the Ravens 26-13 on 
Sunday. 

Munchak called the victory a great recovery 
after a 16-14 loss at Jacksonville. 

"We knew we couldn't be 0-2," Munchak 
said after getting a Gatorade bath in the final 
seconds and a game ball from owner Bud 
Adams in the locker room. "You can't start a 
season 0-2. We've been talking about winning 
at home since the first day I took the job." 

With the Ravens focused on stopping 
Johnson, Hasselbeck attacked through the air. 
Kenny Britt caught nine passes for 135 yards 
and a TD, while Nate Washington had seven 
more receptions for 99 yards. Rob Bironas 
also kicked four field goals as Tennessee 
(1-1) held the ball for more than 35 minutes 
and outgained Baltimore 432-229 in total 
offense. 

Johnson had 24 carries for 53 yards, and he 
couldn't be happier at how well his teammates 
performed. 


Packers overcome Newton, 
Panthers 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. - For the second straight 
week, Cam Newton threw for more than 400 
yards, sidestepped pass rushers and moved 
the Carolina Panthers up and down the field. 

Leave it to Aaron Rodgers and the Super 
Bowl champion Green Bay Packers to spoil 
Newton's home debut. 

Rodgers threw for 308 yards and two 
scores, while the Packers withstood a 
432-yard passing day from the No. 1 overall 
draft pick to beat the Panthers 30-23 on 
Sunday. 

A week after throwing for 422 yards - the 
most in league history by a rookie in his 
professional debut - Newton topped himself 
by throwing for a franchise single-game 
record. He passed for one touchdown and 
also ran for a 4-yard score with 37 seconds 
left to bring Carolina (0-2) within seven, but 
the Packers (2-0) recovered the onside kick to 
seal the victory. 

"Tl knew he would be good, but if I told you 
I knew he'd be this good this early, I'd be 
lying to you," said Packers nose tackle B.J. 
Raji, who had one of four sacks of Newton. 
"He doesn't get frustrated. We threw a lot of 
stuff at him today and he was able to sit back 
there and make some of the plays they 
needed." 

Brees leads Saints past Bears 
NEW ORLEANS - Drew Brees kept New 
Orleans' offense rolling, and Jay Cutler had 
little chance of keeping up against a Saints 
defense determined to regain an intimidating 
edge. 

Brees threw for three touchdowns, New 
Orleans' defense beat up on Cutler with six 
sacks, and the Saints defeated the Chicago 
Bears 30-13 on Sunday. 

Brees’ scoring strikes included a 79-yarder 
to Devery Henderson. Darren Sproles scored 
on a 12-yard swing pass and Robert Meachem 
had a 4-yard TD reception as the Saints (1-1) 
bounced back from an opening week loss to 
Green Bay. 

Facing heavy blitzing and without injured 
receiver Roy Williams, Cutler passed for 244 
yards and a score, but completed only 42 
percent of his passes and fumbled once. 

Running back Matt Forte had 117 yards 
receiving to go with 49 yards rushing for 
Chicago (1-1), which lost guard Gabe Carimi 
and safety Major Wright to injuries after 
entering the game without several other 
injured starters. 

The Saints' defense bounced back from a 
difficult outing at Green Bay, where they 
yielded five touchdowns and missed a slew of 
tackles in a 42-34 season-opening loss.

MONROE, Mich. - A car bomb caused a 
powerful explosion on a Michigan street that 
seriously injured a father and his two sons, 
who are "very fortunate" to have survived the 
attack, which turned their vehicle into a 
blackened hunk of metal, a federal official 
said Wednesday. 

Investigators were poring over what 
remained of the vehicle after the Tuesday 
evening blast, looking for clues about how the 
bomb was made and who might have planted 
it, said Donald Dawkins, a spokesman for the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives.

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Two officers charged in death of homeless man 
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SANTA ANA, Calif. - The fatal police 
beating of a mentally ill, homeless man, 
prosecutors say, began with one officer 
snapping on a pair of latex gloves and a single 
threat. 

Kelly Thomas was sitting on a curb in 
Southern California as police checked his 
backpack when Officer Manuel Ramos 
donned the gloves and made two fists in front 
of him. Prosecutors say Ramos then said: 
"Now see my fists? They are getting ready to 
F you up." 

"This declaration was a turning point - a 
defining moment," Orange County District 
Attorney Tony Rackauckas said, as he 
announced Wednesday that Ramos and 
another officer have been charged in Thomas' 
death. 

Officer Manuel Ramos, a a ie veteran, 


was charged with second-degree murder and 
involuntary manslaughter. His lawyer 
disputed Rackauckas’ account, saying Thomas 
violently resisted arrest. Cpl. Jay Cicinelli, a 
12-year veteran, faces involuntary 
manslaughter and excessive force charges. He 
pleaded not guilty. 

In the 10-minute long beating, Fullerton 
police officers pinned Thomas to the ground 
so hard that he had trouble breathing. 
Prosecutors say he was shocked four times 
with a Taser, kneed in the head, punched in 
the ribs and bashed eight times with the butt 
of a stun gun. 

Thomas screamed for his father, begged for 
help and cried out that he couldn't breathe. 
Then he lost consciousness. That, prosecutors 
say, should have alerted officers that Thomas 
was —- injured.

Bill Gates tops Forbes list 


LOS ANGELES - The nation's economic 
woes don't appear to be hurting Bill Gates, 
who tops Forbes' list of the 400 richest 
Americans for the 18th year in a row. 

The magazine said Wednesday that the 
Microsoft co-founder and philanthropist's 
wealth amounts to $59 billion, ranking him 
ahead of all the other billionaires who make 
up this year's list. 

Gates' fortune swelled by $5 billion from a 
year ago, outpacing the No. 2 on the list, 
Warren Buffett, whose net worth is $39 
billion, Forbes said. 

Buffett, who wrote in a recent piece for The 
New York Times that the tax rate he paid last 


year was lower than that paid by any of the 
other 20 people in his office, was the only 
person among the top 20 on Forbes' list to see 
his fortune shrink from a year ago. 

The Berkshire Hathaway Inc. chairman and 
CEO's fortune decreased by $6 billion - the 
largest dollar-amount loss by anyone on the 
Forbes 400 this year, the magazine said. 

Oracle CEO Larry Ellison rounds out the 
top three richest Americans with a net worth 
of $33 billion, $6 billion more than last year. 

Financier George Soros took seventh place, 
his first time among the top 10. Forbes 
estimates his wealth at $22 billion.

Among other things, 
it demands that 150 police officers be brought 
in to provide security. 

The year before, the Beatles threatened_to 
cancel a concert at Florida's Gator Bowl after 
the band learned the audience. was. to be 
segregated.

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Kinsler, Hamilton power 
Rangers past A's 


OAKLAND, Calif. - Ian Kinsler hit a tying 
home run leading off the eighth and Josh 
Hamilton followed with another homer two 
batters later, lifting Texas to a 3-2 win over 
the Oakland Athletics on Wednesday night 
and reducing the Rangers magic number to 
clinch the AL West to three. 

Michael Young, Adrian Beltre and Mike 
Napoli added two hits apiece for Texas, 
which won its 90th game to match its win 
total of 2010. 

The Rangers maintained their five-game 
leading over the Angels in the West with 
seven to go. They can clinch their second 
straight division title as early as Friday in 
Arlington when they host Seattle in the 
beginning of a three-game series. 

Texas squandered numerous scoring 
opportunities and trailed 2-1 going in to the 
eighth before Kinsler and Hamilton powered 
the Rangers back. 

Kinsler snapped the drought with his 30th 
home run of the season on a full-count pitch 
leading off the eighth against A's reliever 
Grant Balfour (4-2). Kinsler became the first 
second baseman in American League history 
to have 30 home runs, 30 doubles, 100 runs 
scored and 80 walks in the same season. 

Balfour retired Elvis Andrus on_flyball 
before Hamilton connected for his 24th home 
run to right field. The ball landed halfway up 
the stairs at the Oakland Coliseum then 
bounced the rest of the way up. 


Texas prez says Big 12 money 
deals can be redone 

AUSTIN, Texas - Texas officials said 
Wednesday they are open to a new 
revenue-sharing model in the Big 12 and have 
already suggested that top-level television and 
cable money be shared equally. 

But Texas athletic director DeLoss Dodds 
says Texas doesn't want to share the money 
from its Longhorn Network, a 20-year, $300 
million deal with ESPN. 

"That's never been in play, that's not in 
play," Dodds said. 

He said Big 12 athletic directors more than 
a month ago approved Texas’ suggestion to 
equally share to network revenue around the 
league, which is the practice in other leagues. 
The plan has not been voted on by league 
presidents, Dodds said. 

"Those were Texas proposals," Dodds said. 

Texas President William Powers said 
creating stability is the top priority for the Big 
12. And a day after the Pac-12 said it had no 
plans to add any Big 12 members, Powers 
said one way to build stability is to restructure 
media contracts. 


"There are methods of doing that, including 
the way media deals are structured and we'll 
be working with our partners in the Big 12 
and our media partners to structure something 
that has stability," Powers told reporters at the 
state Capitol. 

NFL memo warns teams on 
faking injuries 

NEW YORK - To the fake handoff and fake 
field goals, add fake injuries. 

The NFL sent a memo Wednesday to all 32 
teams warning of fines, suspensions and loss 
of draft picks if the league determines players 
faked injuries during a game. Yet several 
players admit its an accepted practice, and 
some coaches hinted they are not above 
condoning phony injuries if it provides a 
competitive edge. 

"I've been places where it has been 
(taught)," said Browns linebacker Scott 
Fujita, a member of the players’ union 
executive committee. "They have a name for 
it and I've been places where it's been 
pre-called. I've been places where it's one 
player who has been designated. Maybe I'm 
getting everyone in trouble, but I'm just being 
honest." 

In the memo obtained by The Associated 
Press, the NFL reminded teams of league 
policy that calls on coaches to discourage the 
practice. There is no specific rule .on the 
topic. 

Nonetheless, two days after there was 
speculation the Giants' Deon Grant faked an 
injury against the Rams during Monday 
night's game, the NFL is warning of 
disciplinary action. 


UConn remains uncommitted 
to Big East 


STORRS, Conn. - Multiple officials at 
Connecticut say the school has not committed 
to staying in the Big East Conference and 
continues to look at other conference options. 

The officials, who asked that their names 
not be used because of the sensitive nature of 
the negotiations, denied that Connecticut and 
Rutgers agreed to stay in the conference 
during a three-hour meeting among Big East 
football members on Tuesday. 

Commissioner John Marianatto emerged 
from that meeting to say that all the members 
had "pledged to each other that they are 
committed to move forward together." 

But the Connecticut officials said that when 
Marianatto asked each school in turn to 
commit to the conference, officials from 
Connecticut and Rutgers agreed to continue 
talks, but both indicated they would 
ultimately do what was in best interests of 
their own schools.

Anna Li; Gabrielle Douglas; and Sabrina 
Vega also were named to the team after a 
second selection camp at the Karolyi ranch 
outside of Houston. 
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Fed to shift $400B in holdings 
to boost economy 


WASHINGTON - The Federal Reserve said 
Wednesday it will shuffle $400 billion of its 
portfolio to try to drive down long-term 
interest rates and get the economy going. But 
economists doubted it would do much good, 
the stock market sold off, and the Fed itself 
was unusually divided over the strategy. 

The idea is to make mortgages and other 
major loans cheaper and encourage people 
and businesses to spend more money - 
providing a lift to the broader economy, 
which has slowed sharply more than two 
years after the Great Recession. 

But economists pointed out that Americans, 
still feeling insecure about the future and 
inclined to save rather than borrow, might not 
be willing to take on more debt, even at lower 
rates, or eligible to get it. Others see no 
reason to jump into the housing market when 
prices are still falling. 

"Frankly, I don't see it having any 
meaningful impact on the economy," said 
Bernard Baumohl, chief global economist 
with the Economic Outlook Group. "What the 
Fed did today was a distraction." 

Yields on U.S. government debt were 
already among the lowest on record, and 
investors drove them down further after the 
Fed announcement. The yield on the 10-year 
Treasury bond, an indicator for mortgages and 
other long-term loans, closed at 1.86 percent, 
down from 1.93 percent the day before and 
the lowest since at least 1962. 

Along with the strategy statement, the Fed 
gave a stormy overview of the economy - 
slow growth, high unemployment and a 
slumping housing market. The Fed has 
already said it will keep short-term interest 
rates super-low into 2013, a sign that the 
central bank was not optimistic about the next 
two years. 


Stocks plunge after Fed 
announces stimulus steps 


NEW YORK - The Federal Reserve did what 
investors expected Wednesday - it said it 
would buy Treasury bonds to help the 
economy. But stocks fell anyway. The 
reason? The Fed made it clear that it thinks a 
full economic recovery is years away.

The Dow Jones industrial average lost 
283.82 points, or 2.5 percent, and closed at 
11,124.84. The Standard & Poor's 500 index 
fell 35.33, or 2.9 percent, to 1,166.76 The 
Nasdaq composite fell 52.05, or 2 percent, to 
2,538.19. 

Investors bought Treasurys because of 
concerns about the weak economy. The yield 
on the 10-year Treasury note fell to a record 
low of 1.86 percent from late Tuesday's 1.93 
percent. 

And the price of oil continued its slide on 
expectations that there'll be less demand for 
energy because of the economy. Crude fell $1 
to $85.92 on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. 

The industries that fell the most Wednesday 
were the ones that have suffered amid worries 
about the economy this summer: financial and 
industrial companies and those that sell 
non-essentials to consumers. Retailers were 
among the biggest losers. 

Wednesday's trading recalled the sharp 
losses the market has suffered this summer as 
investors feared that the country was heading 
toward another recession. 


IMF: Financial risks rising in 
US and Europe 

WASHINGTON - The International Monetary 
Fund says the global financial system faces 
more challenges than at any point since the 
2008 financial crisis. 

The Europe's debt crisis is spreading to its 
banks, which hold government debt and may 
be forced to pull back on lending to conserve 
cash. 

The U.S. economy is being restrained by its 
depressed housing market. Many 
homeowners owe more on their mortgages 
than their homes are worth. That has limited 
their ability to spend and is holding back 
growth. 
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The IMF urged European banks need to 
raise more capital to shore up their finances, 
and if necessary, governments should provide 
it. And it said the U.S. government should 
help homeowners reduce their mortgage debt. 
"Risks are elevated, and time is running out 
to tackle vulnerabilities that threaten the 
global financial system and the ongoing 
economic recovery," the IMF said in its 
semi-annual Global Financial Stability report. 

The crisis in Europe is entering a dangerous 
new phase. Fears are growing that Greece 
may default on its debts. That would 
destabilize other debt-laden European 
countries, such as Spain and Italy. It would 
also cause substantial losses at French, 
German and other banks. 


considers CEO shakeup 


SAN FRANCISCO - As trial balloons go, 
Hewlett-Packard's not-so-secret handwringing 
- over whether to dump CEO Leo Apotheker 
and replace him with former eBay CEO Meg 
Whitman - was a success. Investors like the 
idea. News that the company's board is 
mulling a leadership change pushed the stock 
up more than 7 percent on Wednesday. 

Investors were heartened by yet another 
turnaround strategy at one of Silicon Valley's 
oldest, but most publicly dysfunctional, firms. 
Since joining HP in November, Apotheker's 
strategic decisions have been drastic, and 
have done little to inspire confidence. HP's 
stock is down nearly 50 percent since he took 
the helm. 

HP is facing a classic big-company 
problem: How to meaningfully grow revenue. 
But it's also facing an identity crisis. The 
company's trying to figure out whether it 
works best as a technology conglomerate that 
can be all things to all customers, or as a more 
streamlined operation that does only a few 
things well.

Google head disputes that 
company thwarts rivals 


WASHINGTON - Google Inc.'s Executive 
Chairman Eric Schmidt sparred with senators 
Wednesday during a hearing that repeatedly 
cast the Internet search leader as a greedy 
monopolist more driven to expand its empire 
than to steer Web surfers to the most helpful 
information. 

Schmidt, Google's chief emissary to the 
government, was put uncomfortably on the 
defensive as he trumpeted the company as a 
font of knowledge, innovation and economic 
opportunity during a 90-minute appearance 
before a Senate antitrust panel. 

"Google does nothing to block access to any 
of the competitors and other sources of 
information" in Web searches, Schmidt 
testified. He acknowledged that Google is "in 
that area" of being a monopoly company but 
said it's up to the courts to determine the 
question. The company recognizes that it has 
a special responsibility because of its market 
power, Schmidt said. 

In the US, two housing 
markets and two directions 

In America, it's starting to feel as if there are 
two housing markets. One for the rich and 
one for everyone else. 

Consider foreclosure-ravaged Detroit. In the 
historic Green Acres district, a haven for 
hipsters, a pristine, three-bedroom brick 
Tudor recently sold for $6,000 - about what a 
buyer would have paid during the Great 
Depression. 

Yet just 15 miles away, in the posh 
suburban enclave of Birmingham, bidding 
wars are back. Multi-million-dollar mansions 
are selling quickly. Sales this August were up 
21 percent from the previous year. The 
country club has ended its stealth discounts 
on new memberships. And Main Street's retail 
storefronts are full. 
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
